Tho attorney general criticises in his report 


the provision of the exisUng law fixing tho 
fees ot jurors and witnesses In the federal 
courta.. The provisions ate chiefly contained 
in the acts of February •.&, 1883, though soum 
bt them were introduced into action from 
statutes which had passed many years pre- 
vious. It is uianifest tuat'such compeusa- 
lion which might when these laws were en- 
acted liavb -been just and reasonable, would 
IB many instances bo justly regarded at tho 
present day as Inadequate, 1 concur with 
the attorney general in the belief that the- 
statute should'bo revised by which tl»e$e fem 
are regulated. So should tho laws which 
regulate the compensation of district' attor- 
ney* and marshals. , Tlioy should bo paid 
wholly bV salaries instead ot in part by fees, 
as Is now the case. The change would provn 
to bo a oie'iure of economy and would i|H- 
courage the Instjtulion of. needless and olfen- 
sive kijal piuceudliiis which, it is to he hjaieil.
